Basing Of House Rules 
Has I ts Good A nd Bad Side 


T here is n a tu ra l rejoicing in the A d m in istration 
cam p over the action of the H ouse in cu rb in g the 
powers of its R ules C om m ittee. 
B ecause the new 
R ules C om m ittee will include som e of the S ou thern 
D em ocrats w ho w ould vote w ith R epub lican m em b ers. 
P resid en t T ru m a n ha s feared tha t m an y con trov ersial 
A d m in istration b ills m ight b e held u p in d efin itely. 


In practice, the R ules C om m ittee is the m ost 
pow erful com m ittee in C ongress. It n ot only fixes the 
tlm etsb le for a c tion in the House. It can kill legis­ 
lation sim ply b y pigeonholing it. I t can also forb id 
am en d m en ts a n d c a n lim it d eb ate on m easu res sen t 
to the H ouse floor. Indeed, tha n k s to its la te n t pow ers 
it can d em an d tha t an y m easu re it votes ou t b e 
strip p ed of provisions w hich it does n ot approve. 
U n d er the chan ges ju st voted b y the H ouse, the 
R ules C om m ittee c a n hold up a b ill for only 21 days. 
A fter tha t a sponsor of a b ottled -u p b ill, if he w ins 
m aiority su p p ort in the House, c an get the b ill ou t 
on the Hoor for d eb ate an d vote.

High b lood pressure and strokes 
often go hand in hand b ut the 
height of the reading is not as sig­ 
nificant as the state of the b looc 
vessels. This has b een demonstrated 
on numerous occasions and it should 
b e encouraging to individuals with 
hypertension to realize tha t strokes 
are almost as common when the 
pressure is normal as when it is 
high. In addition, m any wiui ex­ 
cessive readings never experience 
this complication b ecause the ar­ 
teries can w ithstand the elevated 
pressure. 
A c e r^ ra l hem orrhage or throm ­ 
b osis is often preceded b e head­ 
ache, 
dizziness, 
drowsiness,

m ental confusion. These are not 
specific m anifestations, how'^ever, as 
they arise in other disorders b ut 
they should never b e neglected b y 
one w'ho is a potential candidate. 
Others notice a transient loss of 
speech or weakness in an arm or 
leg. Should such symptoms appear, 
a physician should b e called b e­ 
cause now and then a catastrophe 
can b e avoided b y going to b ed for a 
day or two and taking medicine to 
assure relaxation. 


Should a clot of hemorrhage oc­ 
cur, the sufferer usually complains 
of severe headache and then lapses 
into coma. Sometimes this is pre­ 
ceded or follow'ed b y vomiting and 
convulsions. The tem perature, puise, 
alid respiration increase. Many de­ 
velop paralysis im.mediately, with 
or without speech 
defects. 
This 
series of events b egins suddenly and 
reaches its climax in a varying 
length of time—within a few m in­ 
utes or hours, at most. At this 
stage the life of the patient is at 
stake and the next few deys will 
tell the story. The outlook is w’orse 
when coma continues or b ecomes 
progre.ssively deeper. 
As a rule, paralysis attaiiiS its 
maximum intensity at the start 
b ut

the next 24 to 48 hours, a new hem ­ 
orrhage or extension of the original 
lesion is suspected. No physican 
can predict, during the first few" 
days or weeks, whether the effects 
of the paralysis will b e temporary 
or perm anent. In some instances, 
muscular strength returns within 
a few’ hours b ut in the majority, 
the outcome is not so dram atic, 
improvement taking place slowly 
over a period of several months. 
Many are left with some telltale 
evidence such as stiffness or awk­ 
wardness of the involved arm or 
leg; in others, a slight speech im­ 
pediment remains. A small percent­ 
age never improve b ut six m onths 
m ust elapse b efore giving up hops. 
Skilful nursing and medical care 
are req uired. The victim should b e 
kept q uiet through the use of sed­ 
atives. Those who are conscious can 
take nourishm ent b y m outh; other­ 
wise it is administered hyriodermi- 
cally. Freq uent changes in position 
help to overcome the chance of 
developing pneumonia or b edsores. 
Later, physical therapy is useful for 
rehab ilitation.

WASHINGTON. Jan. 7.—Presi­ 
dent Trum an took a b it of political 
risk when he promised in his State 
of the Union message a “Fair Deal” 
for ever>'b ody. 
This is prob ab ly the most impos­ 
sib le slogan to fulfill that could 
have b een suggested in these troub ­ 
lous times, for even with the b est 
of intentions governmental action 
rests unfairly on many groups and 
many individuals. 
Presumab ly the people aggrieved 
will remind the Administration of 
that promise at every turn. The 
Repub lican Party will not fail to 
q uote it in terms of congressional 
action in the elections two years 
from now or in the presidential 
campaign four years hence.

Will it b e a “Pair Deal” to the 
persons—retired workers and wid­ 
ow's—living on pensions and annu­ 
ities 
to

the government? 
Will it b e a “Fair Deal” to make 
the persons who have the respon­ 
sib ility of American b usiness enter­ 
prises take a w'age cut w’hlle other 
w’orkers are given a sub stantial in­ 
crease in wages and relief from tax 
payments?

O f New Deal And Its Expansion

Ab out President 'Truman’s “state 
of the union” address to Congres.s, 
one b road generalization can b e 
made. At no time in our history,

shocked b y Mr. Trum an’s phra.sc,

As soon as the details of the 
concept in Mr. 'Ti'uman’s message 
are all grasped, and the pattern 
that several of his proposals make 
i.s recognized, discussion b y the pub ­ 
lic and deb ate in Congress will b e 
controvertial and prolonged, in pro­ 
portion as the concept is funda­ 
m ental and far-reaching. The word 
“revolutionary” i.s freq uently mis­ 
used and in general over-used. This 
i.s one place where it b elongs. 
One aspect of 
the 
President’s 
message is not disputed, on the 
contrary is agreed upon b y partisans 
and opponents alike. This is the 
relation of the Trum an mc.ssage to 
the Roosevelt New Deal. Ab out this. 
Partisans of the Trum an message 
and of the New Deal exult with 
pride. To opponents it is reason for 
denunciation. But b otli, agree that 
Mr. Trum an 
goes 
farther 
than 
Roosevelt, that the Trum an mes.sage 
is a resumption of the New Deal 
and expansion of it, A way of ex­ 
pressing it, used b y b oth sides, i.s, 
“the Tinm an message b egims where 
the New Deal left off.” Tlie rela­ 
tion b etween the Trum an me.ssage 
end the New D« ‘al b rings up the 
next stage and the conclusive one, 
what Congress will do ab out the 
Trum an message. Bearing on that 
there i.s a precedent. And b etween 
that precedent and the present sit­ 
uation is a parallel, which may 
throw' 
light on what may have 
moved Mr. Trum an to send the 


the housewives who have to pay 
the b ill tiunk it a “Fair Deal” for 
the government, thus, in effect, to 
keep high the cost 
of living? 
Politics is a game m which cater­ 
ing to special groups has always 
b een customary, and this in itself 
negates a “Fair Deal” for eveiwb ody. , 
Some day perhaps leadership will " 
arise which sincerely seeks to hold 
level the scales of justice an4 some 
day such leadership may even come 
through a rejuvenated or reformed 
political party. But today the con­ 
flict of interest b etween the “haves’* 
and “have nots” is growing mor« 
and more noticeab le as the trend 
toward confiscation of the savings 
of thrifty people b ecomes moré and 
more pronounced. 
Co nfiscating Priv ate Pro perty 
Taxation is one of the oldest 
methods of confiscating private pro­ 
perty. To spend more and mor« 
government funds to b enefit lare« 
groups of voters, in what is really 
a imtem alistic rather than a self- 
reliant economy, is to make it in­ 
evitab le that higher taxes will re­ 
duce the incentive and impair the 
initiative of the m anagerial class. 
This is the first class that has to 
b e weakened and then destroyed in 
order for the way to b e cleared for 
state socialism. 
It may b e doub ted whether Mr. 
Trum an knows the implications of 
his own recommendations, b ut the 
promise of a “Fair Deal” for every­ 
b ody would b e reassuring if there 
were the slightest evidence of any 
real intent to apply it and give 
manatrement and lab or, managerial 
clas.s and working class, a chance to 
keep the dollars saved. 
But today, with b illion.« of dollars 
invested in savings and with an 
artificially supported economy, the 
likelihood of further depreciation 
of the dollar in term s of goki looms 
strong on the horizon. 
The b iggest single fact ab out the 
dollar and Its future in the world 
is that a $252.000.000.000 deb t hangs 
over the nation and neither polit­ 
ical party, and certainly no leader 
of the government, has offered any 
concrete plan to retire the deb t b y 
any long-range or any other kind 
of plan. It seems to b e taken for 
granted that there will never b e 
a run on the dollar even though 
governmental expenses go higher 
each year and tax rates continue to 
rise. A “Pair Deal” for the dollars 
earned b y American lab or a decade 
or more ago and put into savings 
accounts and insurance policies for 
their families is ab out the numb er 
one ob ligation of any “Pair Deal” 
today.

19 37 message ol 
Roosevelt and the present message 
of Mr. Trum an’s tlicre is a partial 
parallel, inherent in the res{X‘Ctua- 
circumsiance.s of the two occasions. 
Roosevelt had just completed his 
first term. Mr. Ti*uman has just 
completed his. 
Roosevelt, three 
months b efore, in the Presidential 
election of 19 36, had won a sensa­ 
tional victory, justifying elation and 
.self-confidence ab out his standing 
W'ith the country and Congre.ss. Mr. 
Truman two months ago won a 
.sub stantial victory, and was natur­ 
ally and plainly elated. 
But here the parallel changes. The 
.sensational q uality of Roosevelt’s

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Basing Of House Rules 
Has Its Good And Bad Side 


There is natural rejoicing in the Administration 
camp over the action of the House in curbing the 
powers of its Rules Committee. Because the new 
Rules Committee will include soma of the Southern 
Democrats who would vote with Republican members. 
President Truman has feared that many controversial 
Administration bills might be held up indefinitely. 
In practice, the Rules Committee is the most 
powerful committee m Congress. It not only fixes the 
timetable for action in the House. It can kill legis­ 
lation simply by pigeonholing it, It can also forbid 
amendments and can limit debate on measures sent 
to the House floor. Indeed, thanks to its latent powers 
it can demand that any measure it votes out be 
stripped of provisions which it does not approve. 
Under the changes just voted by the House, the 
Rules Committee can hold up a bill for only 21 days. 
After that a sponsor of a bottled-up bill, lf he wins 
majority support in the House, can get the bill out 
on the floor for debate and vote. 
Some Democrats, aith heady enthusiasm, are 
already predicting a return to the well-greased 
efficiency of the days of ’‘Uncle Joe" Cannon. But 
the constant threat of a coalition of most Republicans 
and m any Southern Democrats will probably prevent 
anything like that. True, the vote of 275 to 142 in 
favor of weakening the Rules Committee was most 
gratifying to the White House. But a number of 
Republicans, and even some conservative Democrats, 
voted for the change because they honestly believe 
the committee had abused its powers in the past. 
Another point to remember is that this easing 
of the House rules can work two ways. The Rules 
Committee has been stripped of power to hold back 
measures which the Administration wants. But it 
has also lost the power to hold up measures, urged by 
a possible Republican-Southern Democratic coalition, 
that the Administration does not want. Like any other 
reform, this one has its bad as well as its good side 
for the reformers. 


Six Months Of Socialized 
Medicine In Great Britain 


If the new Congress takes a lesson from British 
experience with socialized medicine it mill drop the 
Administration proposal for Federal sickness insurance 
like a hot coal 
In effect since July 5 1948. the British plan is 
already under heavy fire from foes and one-time 
friends. 
In October its radical sponsor. Health Minis­ 
ter Aneurin Be van complained that the whole scheme 
might break down because of “exorbitant demands" 
put upon it by the public 
Doctors* offices have been 
’ammed with people seeking treatment, at govern­ 
ment expense, for minor or imaginary ills, while 
doctors are unable to give proper care to the really 
sick 
It seems never to have occurred to Mr. Bevan 
that a scheme which invites public abuse might 
actually receive it. 
British doctof? and dentists complain bitterly that 
tinder the state-pay system they are overworked and 
underpaid 
To make an "adequate** living—defined 
lr Britain as $8 OOO a year—a physician must have 
around 4 OOO patients. 
Such a load, according to the 
authoritative medical weekly, the Lancet, means a 
danrerousiy overworked doctor and “Inadequate per­ 
sona! care" for his patients. 
To this Bevan replies. 
in characteristic vein, that the British public “must 
not be hypochondriacs"—and proposes to cut payments 
to thf dentists. 
Some 18 000 of Britain’s 23.000 physicians have 
•“voluntarily" signed up. realizing that most of their 
patients would not pay bills when the government 
offers to do so 
But there Is growing inside as well as 
outside opposition to the plan. 
A fellowshio of 
Freedom in Medicine has been organized bv Lord 
Border, physician to the royal family 
National 
health service is also opposed by the British Medical 
Association 
and 
in its present form, even by a 
Socialist medical group. 
Britain’s version of socialized medicine Is more 
far-reaching than the plan now being urged upon 
Congress 
But British experiences over the years 
shows how an opening wedge toward state medicine 
can be steadily widened by inside pressure.

Thus the clearest-headed of all the unions recog­ 
nizes what was disclosed by repeated polls last year, 
that the union rank-and-file liked nearly everything 
in the present labor act. Its board formally indorses 
the principle that management and labor must be 
agblect to the same responsibilities and restraints. 
Thats the Taft-Hartley Act In a nutshell Of course 
the name u.J be changed, for that’s politics.

No phi slean 
can predict, during the first few 
days or weeks, whether the effects 
o( the paralysis will be temporary 
or permanent. In some instances, 
muscular strength returns within 
a few hours but in the majority, 
the outcome is not so dramatic, 
improvement taking place slowly 
over a period of several months. 
Many are left with some telltale 
evidence such as stiffness or awk­ 
wardness of the involved arm or 
leg: in others, a slight speech im­ 
pediment remains. A small percent­ 
age never improve but six months 
must elapse before giving up hop?. 
Skilful nursing and medical care 
are required. Tile victim sh'mid be 
kept quiet through the use of sed­ 
atives. Those who are conscious can 
take nourishment by mouth; other­ 
wise it is administered hypodermi­ 
cally. Frequent changes in position 
help to overcome the chance of 
developing pneumonia or bedsores. 
Later, physical therapy is useiul for 
rehabilitation.

WASHINGTON. Jan. 7.—Beneath 
all the official crust Harry Truman 
Is a deep-down sentimentalist. It 
was this sentimental side that im­ 
pelled him to slip up to Speaker 
Sam Rayburn's office after the for­ 
mal opening of Congress. The Pres­ 
ident wanted to relive a moment of 
history, close to his heart. 
The story goes back to a fateful 
afternoon in 1945—April 12. Harry 
Truman, then Vice President, hust­ 
led over to Rayburn’s back-office 
for a legislative huddle. A few others 
were called in — House majority 
leader John McCormack, Congress­ 
man Lyndon Johnson of Texas, now 
a 
Senator. Congressman

Palm an. also of Texas, and House 
parliamentarian Lewis Deschler. 


It ws a little after 5 o’clock 
before Vice President Truman 
showed up. A message was al­ 
ready waiting for him to call the 
White House. Ho took a seat, 
picked 
up the telephone. A 
hushed, solemn voice answered. 
It was Presidential secretary 
Steve 
Early.

Neady four years later, after 
President Truman’s re-election, he 
invited Rayburn to relax with him 
at Key West. 
“Do you still have that private 
room up on The Hill?” was the first 
thing Truman asked. 
“Yes,” nodded the egg-bald Texan. 
“Well.”

“I'll drop in about 5 o’clock on the 
day of your inauguration.” 
So the day Rayburn was sworn 
in again as Speaker, he quietly 
gathered the same group into his 
f a m i l i a r back-office.

brought in a few special friends— 
Vice President Alben Barkley, Chief 
Justice Fred Vinson, Attorney Gen­ 
eral Tom Clark, Secretary of the 
Air Force Stuart Symington and 
Secretary of the Senate lies Biffle. 
A few minutes before 5 o’clock, 
the President vras whisked up to 
the door by his Secret Service guard. 
Bowed and solemn, he picked out 
the chair he had sat in April 12, 
1945. Settling into the same chair, 
he recalled the incident when he 
first became President.

Dutch Am* 
bassador van KlefTens handed the 
Slate Department a pious-sounding 
note indicating that ii just loved 
the Indonesian Republic and want­ 
ed to make the magnanimous ges­ 
ture of allowing American textiles 
to the shipped to the Republic, des­ 
pite the fact that Dutch ships 
hitherto had enforced a blockade. 


Last October, the State De­ 
partment had approached the 
Hutch with a proposal that 
American textiles be shipped 
through the Dutch blockade to 
the Republic. After a long de­ 
lay the Dutch replied, Dec. 14, 
OK’d shipment of the textiles 
and talked about the humani­ 
tarian attitude of the Dutch 
Government. 


Actually, at that very time the 
Dutch already knew they were go­ 
ing to make a most unhumanitarian 
attack and had piled up American 
materials to be ready for it. 
Text Of Note 
This column has been able to 
obtain a copy of the hitherto con­ 
fidential note—and it didn't come 
from either Hiss or Chambers. The 
note stated: 
“The 
Netherlands 
Ambassador 
presents his compliments to the 
Honorable Acting Secretary of State 
and has the honor to refer to the 
conference on October 7, 1948, at 
which were present Messrs. Nolting, 
Lacey of the Department of State, 
Messrs. Zimmerman and Soemitro, 
with regard to the .shipment of tex­ 
tiles to the Republic of Indonesia 
as well as the memorandum of 
October 20 submitted by Mr. Zim­ 
merman to tile Department of State. 
“The Netherlands Ambassador has 
now been instructed to inform the 
Acting Secretary of State that the 
Government of Indonesia is pre­ 
pared to cooperate with a view of 
implementing the transaction in 
question. The Government of In­ 
donesia is will^pg—within the limit 
of the regulation now in force and 
with the right of taking all super­ 
visory measures deemed necessary 
—to cooperate in order to have 
these measures carried out smooth­ 
ly and efficiently. In this connec­ 
tion 
inspection, 
before 
loading 
aboard steamer, in the U.S.A. of the 
merchandise to be shipped to the 
Indonesian Republic would be use­ 
ful, although such action would not 
preclude further inspection on ar­ 
rival in Indonesia.” 


The Dutch Ambassador then 
continued with a lengthy and 
pious explanation of how “for 
humanitarian r e a s o n s ” the 
Dutch t h e m s e l v e s “offered 
prompt assistance” in the way 
of textiles “to relieve distress” 
in the Indonesian Republic. 


Four days later, however, they 
relieved stress with a fusillade of 
artillery and an advance of Dutch 
infantry, built up chiefly through 
Marshall Plan aid from the United 
States. 
No wonder the State Department, 
burnt up, wrote one of the most 
blistering notes to the Dutch since 
Cordell Hull blasted Ambassador 
Kurusu.

Truman Agenda A Resumption 


Of New Deal And Its Expansion 


By MARK SULLIVAN - 


About President Truman’s “state 
of the union” address to Congress, 
one broad generalization can be 
made. At no time in our history, 
unless possibly in some early Presi­ 
dency when we were intent upon 
a new system or government we had 
then recently adopted—at mo time 
since has any “state of the union” 
message to Congress by any Presi­ 
dent devoted itself so primarily to 
a new concept of society.. Most of 
our Presidents would have been 
shocked by Mr. Truman’s phrase, 
“creaUng a society.” 
As soon as the details of the 
concept in Mr. Truman’s message 
are all grasped, and the pattern 
that several of his proposals make 
Is recognized, discussion by the pub­ 
lic and debate in Congress will be 
controvenial and prolonged, in pro­ 
portion as the concept is funda­ 
mental and far-reaching. The word 
•'revolutionary” is frequently mis­ 
used and in general over-used. This 
Is one place where it belongs. 
One aspect of 
the 
President’s 
message is not disputed, on the 
contrary is agreed upon by partisans 
and opponents alike. This is the 
relation of the Truman message to 
the Roosevelt New Deal. About this. 
Partisans of the Truman message 
and of the New Deal exult with 
pride. To opponents it is reason for 
denunciation. But both, agree that 
Mr. Truman 
goes 
farther 
than 
Roosevelt, that the Truman message 
is a resumption of the New Deal 
and expansion of it. A way of ex­ 
pressing it, used by both sides, Is, 
“the Truman message begins where 
the New Deal left off.” Tile rela­ 
tion between the Truman message 
end the New Deal brings up the 
next stage and the conclusive one, 
what Congress will do about the 
Truman message. Bearing on that 
there is a precedent. And between 
that precedent and the present sit­ 
uation Is a parallel, which may 
throw light on what may have

particular kind of message he did. 
and on what Congress will do about 
it. 
In time, the place where the New 
Deal left off was mid-1937. In Feb­ 
ruary that year Roosevelt sent to 
Congress a measure soon recognized 
as extraordinary. A climax going 
beyond any New Deal message be­ 
fore. This was the bill to add six 
justices to the Supreme Court and 
otherwise change the judicial sys­ 
tem. The measure, after six months 
of tense debate, was rejected by 
Congress. 
With that rejection Congress re­ 
versed its w'hole attitude toward 
Roosevelt. Up to then it had been 
willingly a “rubber stamp” Con­ 
gress. passing measures sent to it 
by Roosevelt with little debate, on 
occasion none. After 
the 
“court 
packing” bill, as it came to be called. 
Congress became wary, conscious of 
its legislative responsibility. Roose­ 
velt recognized the change. From 
mid-1937 on he was cautious about 
sending measures to Congress and 
no New Deal legislation of any 
consequence was enacted. 
• 
Between that 1937 message ut 
Roosevelt and the present message 
of Mr. Truman’s there is a partial 
parallel, inherent in the respective 
circumstances of the two occasions. 
Roosevelt had just completed his 
first term. Mr. Truman has just 
completed his. 
Roosevelt, three 
months before, in the Presidential 
election of 1936, had won a sensa­ 
tional victor)’, justifying elation and 
self-confidence about his standing 
with the country and Congress. Mr. 
Truman two months ago won a 
substantial victory, and was natur­ 
ally and plainly elated. 
But here the parallel changes. The 
sensational quality of Roosevelt’s 
1936 victor)* arose from the enor­ 
mous and unprecedented immensity 
of it — he had carried all but two 
states. What made Mr. Truman's 
victory last fall sensational was the 
narrowness of it, the escape by a

for everybody. 
This is probably the most impos­ 
sible slogan to fulfill that could 
have been suggested in these troub­ 
lous times, for even with the best 
of intentions governmental action 
rests unfairly on many groups and 
many individuals. 
Presumably the people aggrieved 
will remind the Administration of 
that promise at every turn. The 
Republican Party will not fail to 
quote it in terms of congressional 
action in the elections two years 
from now or in the presidential 
campaign four years hence. 
Already it is natural that ques­ 
tions should be asked seeking a 
definition of Just what is meant by 
the “Pair Deal” offered by Mr. Tru­ 
man. 
WU! It Be a “Fair Dear 
Will it be a “Fair Deal.” for ex­ 
ample. to deprive employers of the 
rights equal to those of labor unions 
which they had under the Taft- 
Hartley Act and are now about to 
lose? 
Will it be a “Fair Deal” to allow 
workers to be coerced into unions 
when they dont want to join—a 
form of intimidation against which 
they were protected by the Taft- 
Hartley Act but not under the one­ 
sided Wagner Act about to be re­ 
stored? 
Will it be a “Fair Deal” to spend 
more and more money for additional 
governmental activities when the 
American people are asking for 
economy and a reduction of ex­ 
penses? 
Will it be a “Fair Deal” to the 
persons—retired workers and wid­ 
ows—living on pensions and annu­ 
ities to devalue the purchasing 
power of their dollar still further 
through an unsound fiscal policy of 
the government? 
Will it be a “Fair Deal” to make 
the persons who have the respon­ 
sibility of American business enter­ 
prises take a wage cut while other 
workers are given a substantial in­ 
crease in wages and relief from tax 
payments? 
Will it be a “Fair Deal” to put 
the government itself into compe­ 
tition with private enterprise, as 
recommended in certain instances 
in the President’s message, and thus 
begin to reduce the value of exist­ 
ing investments in those same in­ 
dustries? 
If, by chance, the government 
steps in to support the price of 
farm products at a high level so as 
to keep the farm vote happy, will 


the housewives who have to pay 
the btl! think it a “Pair Deal" for 
the government, thus, in effect, to 
keep hUrh the cost of living? 
Politics is a game in which cater­ 
ing to special groups has always 
been customary, and this in itself 
negates a "Fair Deal" for ever) body. 
Some day perhaps leadership will 
arise which sincerely seeks to hold 
level the scales of justice as4 some 
day such leadership may even come 
through a rejuvenated or reformed 
political party. But today the con­ 
flict of interest between the "haves” 
and “have nota" la growing more 
and more noticeable as the trend 
toward confiscation of the savings 
of thrifty people becomes more and 
more pronounced. 
Confiscating Private Property 
Taxation is one of the oldest 
methods of confiscating private pro­ 
perty. To spend more and mort 
government funds to benefit large 
groups of voters, in what is really 
a paternalistic rather than a self- 
reliant economy, is to make it in­ 
evitable that higher taxes will re­ 
duce the incentive and impair the 
initiative of the managerial class. 
This is the first class that has to 
be weakened and then destroyed in 
order for the way to be cleared tar 
state socialism. 
It may be doubted whether Mr. 
Truman knows the implications of 
his own recommendations, but the 
promise of a “Fair Deal” for every­ 
body would be reassuring lf there 
were the slightest evidence of any 
real intent to apply it and give 
management and labor, managerial 
class and working class, a chance to 
keep the dollars saved. 
But today, with billions of dollars 
invested in savings and with an 
artificially supported economy, the 
likelihood of further depreciation 
of the dollar in terms of gold looms 
strong on the horizon. 
The biggest single fact about the 
dollar and its future in the world 
is that a $252,000 000.000 debt hangs 
over the nation and neither polit­ 
ical party, and certainly no leader 
of the government, has offered any 
concrete plan to retire the debt by 
any long-range or any other kind 
of plan. It seems to be taken for 
granted that there will never be 
a run on the dollar even though 
governmental expenses go higher 
each year and tax rates continue to 
rise. A “Fair Deal” for the dollars 
earned by American labor a decade 
or more ago and put into savings 
accounts and insurance policies for 
their families is about the number 
one obligation of any “Fair Deal” 
today.

All this would not be worthy 
of comment were It only ac­ 
cepted as correct by Russians. 
The fact is that a large num­ 
ber of Americans—an increas­ 
ingly large number of our young 
people—noting the success of 
the Russian effort in Europe 
and Asia. the astonishing lack

Dr. Floyd R. Eastwood made 
tills report today to the Ameri­ 
can Football Coaches Associa­ 
tion In convention here. 
It was the 17th annual survey 
of football fatalities made by Dr. 
Eastwood, aa chairman of the 
* association's injury and fatality 
committee. He is professor of 
education at Los Angeles State 
College. 
This was the fourth time ainee 
1941 that American c o l l e g e s 
completed a football s e a s o n 
without a direct or indirect fa* 
tality, the report disclosed. 
The survey revealed that of 
the 18 direct fatalities occurring 
in 1948. six were in "sandlots;** 
three In pro-semipro. and nine 
among the country’s high school 
players.

With spring not too far away,# 
most countians, farmers and city 
dwellers alike, turn their attention 
to the danger of floods. To aid 
fanners ta contributing toward flood 
control, Carl G. Heczko, assistant 
district forester, has written a re­ 
port on the causes and cures of 
flood dangers. 
Heczko pointed out that the best 
natural flood control agent is land 
well stocked with trees. He said 
tests ta the Ohio Valley showed 
soil of a hardwood forest absorbed 
14 times as much water per minute 
as the soil of an adjacent open field. 
Forest land plays a large part in 
checking surface runoff at Lakes 
Gordon and Koon, Heczko said, 
pointing out that after a period of 
rainy weather small streams flowing 
into the lakes from the west and 
north are overflowing with silt­ 
laden water. 
The streams, he pointed out, orig­ 
inate ta an area where steeply 
sloping land is used for cultivation. 
On the eastern side, he added, clear 
water flows into the lakes because 
the streams originate on the wood­ 
ed slopes of Evitts mountain. The 
level of this water, he said, is hardly 
increased by rainfall. Most of the 
water entering the lakes from the 
east does so by underground seep­ 
age, he added. It does not need to 
be filtered even after long periods 
ot rainy weather, Heczko said. 
“Forest soil,” he pointed Gut, “is 
loose and covered arith a deeo lay­ 
er of humus which prevents the 
soil from freezing during cold wea­ 
ther. Rainfall sinks into this loose 
porous soil and trickles down under 
the surface of the ground, eventual­ 
ly betag discharged at some lower 
level through springs or seeps with­ 
out doing any damage to the top­ 
soil. 
“On the other hand pasture, grass 
land and cultivated fields have less 
porous soil through which water
